I purges are proof that al lis not 
well. If Stalin’s position becomes 
insecure, it will probably mean 
he will be more reasonable in his 
dealings with the United States. 
The purges reveal the basic weak- 
neses of a nation held together by 
fear. Equally important in the 
world picture is the questioning of 
Moscow’s authority outside Rus­ 
sia. All this is encouraging from 
our standpoint. 
On the home scene, Mr. Tru­ 
man’s attempt to dedicate the 
Tid«lands oil to the 
Navy 
by 
Executive Order has drawn the 
most interest. It was one of his 
last offii-ial acts. 
There are mixed opinions as 
to the effect of Mr. Truman’s 
action. It was an attempt to 
bolster the Federal Government's 
position and my belief is that it 
was intended 
to prejudice the 
issue by calling it an act in behalf 
of National Defense. Personally, 


I think his order will have little 
effect, and in fact it couid con­ 
ceivably be an advantage in one 
respect. It could hasten Congres­ 
sional action on Tidelands legis­ 
lation, which several of us have 
introduced in Congress. We hope 
of course this will be the case 
We feel we have an excellent op­ 
portunity to pass the same meas­ 
ure in the last Congress and 
that it will not be vetoed by Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower.
